Prof . Zaborski 
To Discuss 
His Homeland 



' "Glances on the historical geogra- 
pi»y of Poiand" will be the the,me of 
an address to be given by Profes- 
sor 'Zaborski, of the geography de- 
partment, to the Political Science 
Club tonight at 8 p.m. In the Union 
New Room. . J. 

Professor Zaborski was born and 
educated 'in Warsaw,, Poland.. He re- 
ceived his Ph.D. In 1925 from War- 
saw University and In 1030 he ob- 
tainitd Ills D.Sc, frqm the University 
of Cracow. . 

He took tiic post of Professor of 
Hiiman Geography in 1038 at 'iVar- 
saw University but his acadeqilc 
career'was interrupted by th^Ger- 
man invasion in September 1939 
when he took part in the 'Polish 
gimpaign. During the campaign he 
served among , the defenders of 
Lwovf, vfhete he was taken prisoner 
by ttje^'dyancing Soviet forces. and 
spent the hext 20' month's lir prïsôni. 
end concentration camps from 
which he was released in 1941. 

After he rcRained his freedom he 
remained in England from 1942' to 
1945, where liie .worked; as gcogfa- 
p'her for the Polish Govérhmçnfjn 
exile. 

While in fngland he organiicd 
and headed the Geographical and 
Cathographicai Printing Office then 
in the summer of 1948 he came to 
Canada at thé invitation of Proles 
tor Kimble. 

Professor Zaborski Is now an As 
sociale Professor of Geography at 
McGill and in January of this year 
he was designated as the director 
of the Polish . Institute of Arts & 
^cl(nce In America. 

The executive of tlie Political 
Science Club 'extend a welcome to 
all those students who are.intcrest- 
cd.in understanding the influence 
that geography has upon the pol 
itical situation, of a country..

view dt Uiyiises, ths'boolc' By James 
Joyce^ until recently ^banned in 
Nerth^ America, to the St. James 
LTterary Society last night. 
;V"Uiysses," as Mr. Klein* asserted, 
'is tho greatest literary, master- 
pléee- of this century, despite its 
having received an unfavorable 
leputatlon due ,to the references 
in the >^ last chapter which to an 
u'aerlt létijfciftâdér might appear 

The total object of the book con- 
cerns the history of the human 
ace, according to the speaker, 
Jamea Joyce has achieved this mac- 
roc^smic objective in a microsos- 
mlc Interval, for the whole action 
is a history of the three major 
characters during one routine day. 

These ttireo characters are a;i 
Irishman, a Catholic of Jewish ori- 
gin who has also been a Protestant, 
and his wife. Dublin on Gioom'K 
Day in lfl04 is the setting for this 
book. In tbe Irishman, a sculptor 
who créâtes llfe.-llké Images in 
stone, James Joyce sees himself 
also a sculptor of human images. 

"The .eighteen chapters of Uiyssos 
imiiatés and ■ echoes volumes of 
Homer's Odyssey. Each chapter 
has its own technique and contains 
differenées In its component parts," 
sUtcd Mr! Klein in describing the 
book. 

the greatness of Ulysses lies in 
the fact that it similatcs and echoes 
plot for 'plot« situation for situation. 
Homer's Odyssey. Joyce's book 
has managed with great artistry to 
duplicate the. themes of the Odys- 
sey in a modern setting. In ad- 
dition lo this. J6yce has Inlegratcd 
a .continuous theme dcmnnstratins 
the repetition of cycles In human 
history. 1 

This book may be termed a sub- 
jective work, for the understand- 
ing and appreciation of this woik 
depends entirely upon the educa- 
tion of the réadcr. ■ As Joyce des- 
cribes it, •11 is the volume for the 
ideal reader suffering from a per- 
petual Insomnia." Perhaps this 
may be the reason for the misuii- 



dérslanding of the book which led 
to-lis banning and also for the lack 
of an appreciative reading public.

He refused scverel 
proposals from the United States 
to lecture there,' as it would have 
disrupted his , work on Ulysses. 

The tcmplalion of a Bohemian 
way of life never touched Joyce. 
During the early part of his life 
he was determined to be a alngur; 
but after being disappointed in a 
singing contest in whlchiha |plac cd 
second, he turned to tn'^ilier'ariit. 

Joyce died in Switzerland in 1041. 

At present Mr. Klein is wrilins 
an anotalion of Ulysses, in whivh 
he will analyze the work^agè by 
page.'

Denny Calls 
For Peace

This reporter was a Utile sur- 
prised by the almost tiring simplic- 
ity of Mr. George V. Denny's talk 
last- night at the Montreal High 
School Auditorium. He stressed 
biroughout his speech a need for 
maintaining the peace. 

iMr.ôÇDAinjr^ ' hsa 'Just returned 
from ll'^rbund-the-world tour with 
his Town Melting . of the Air 
which visited some 14 capital cit- 
ies in the course of .its 33,000 mile 
trek. The purpose of this tour 
was to bring tho Town Hall into 
direct' contact . with the' nations of 
the world, and ^ with the pressing 
problems, of today. 

"We wanted our listeners as citi- 
zens of the' world to gel close' to 
current problems," he stated. He 
considers the problems with Which 
mankind, is faced today aa some 
of tho most critical In history. 

Mr. Denny has had a most var- 
ied backRround. He is a graduate 
of the University of North Carolina. 
He has been an instructor in dra- 
matics, actor for ono season, and 
then moderator .with the Town 
Hall Incorporated. He ' told his 
audience that he is a man who 
likes them to lalk back. As he Jok- 
insly remarked in passing, he 
didn't take a fancy to the ministry 
because after delivering a ser- 
mon, your congregation can not 
talk back. 

On "To Paris 
The Town Hall lour started in 
London where they received not 
loo much of a welcome.' In fact, 
difficulties were' encountered re- 
gardlng choice of 'topic and sanc- 
tion by the •'BBC and other' parti- 
san organizations. They then pro- 
ceeded to Paris where, as he Jok- 
ed, 'The Compjunists have a mort- 
gage on .the., word peace." They 
also visited Berlin, .Vienna. Tur- 
Itcy, Tel Ayl.v, India, Manila and 
Tokyo. 

The most dramatic pari of the 
program was when Mr. Denny very 
graphically, produced a small ball 
and asked the audience the color. . 
"Black," they echoed. He pointed 
out Ihlit lo.the people on the plat- 
form and to himself the color of 
the bail appeared to be while. This 
was the crux of his argument . . . 
that it Is/ much easier to turn the 
ball around and show jts other, col- 
or . r. but far more 'difficult for 
the peoples of one part of the 
world lo appreciate, sympathize 
with, and understand the problems 
and actions of those on the other 
side of the globe. 

Chaos Or Destruellon 
Mr. Denny feels wc' are 'cllher 
heading lowards chaos and destruc- 
tion, or towards peace. He out- 
lined 10 poinU>hich are: 

1, Ruuian aggresslon'of (he men 
In the Kremlin— we ahould no 
longer play a ganie , of striped 
pants with tiiese gangsters, 2. The 
absolute and abysmal failure of 
(he United Nattons. Its structure' 
is built on false' assumption. 3, 
Loss of China to Moscotv. 4, Ignor- 
ance and poverty in Asia and 
the East, s, Exeèsitva.nàtlonàllsm. 
6, Growth of vl^è^fafé''8latè-tdeo• 
lory. 7, Labor-management con- 
flicts. 8, Power of Communists 
In France and in Italy. 10, Post- 
lion of Germany. 
Those ten points were followed 
by another • ten, more optimistic ni 
nature: ' . . 

1. Communists' success in Cold 
war. 2, Overwhelming superior- 
ity of production in (he United 
Stacs.
